On December 5, 1977, the Billerica Permanent 
School Building Committee held its final meeting. 
Present for this final meeting were Chairman Bernard 
Hoar, Vice-chairman Thomas Powers, Secretary 
Roger Biagiotti, Member Richard Roberts, Recording 
Secretary Virginia McGuire and Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Schools David Nutall. George Gracie was 
unable to attend because of the Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting. All business before the committee had been 
completed except for one outstanding order for 
equipment and the litigation cases of the Locke 
Middle School roof and Architect Charles Cole which 
were referred to the Billerica School Committee for 
further action. In addition, over One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($100,000.) remains in open 
accounts for use as a Town Meeting directs. 

Chairman Bernie Hoar expressed his appreciation 
to the members present who have consistently 
attended the meetings the past year despite difficult 
times and the fact that the committee was to be 
dissolved. The Chairman also acknowledged the 
sixteen (16) years of service by Vice-chairman Tom 
Powers, a member of the committee since its incep- 
tion in 1961.

Undoubtedly, most departments in the Town ex- 
perienced a busier year than usual in 1977. The Board 
of Selectmen was no exception. As the Town grows, 
its activities and its problems increase, necessitating 
a greater expenditure of time and thought from your 
elected officials. 

The Town Meeting decision to return the union 
negotiation process to the sole control of the Select- 
men, without the assistance of professionals, has 
contributed considerably to the work load of the 
Board. All contracts — Fire, Police, Public Works 
and Clerks — are in the process of negotiations as 
this report is written. 

In addition to the usual activity of appointments, 
granting of permits and licenses, and direction of the 
several departments under our authority, the Board 
of Selectmen held many hearings and/or discussions 
in regard to the ever increasing problems of drainage 
and dog control. Some were solved: others were at 
lease better understood and future solutions, hope- 
fully, will result. 

Special actions during the year included the estab- 
lishment of bus transportation to Boston and Lowell, 
the installation of flashing signal lights in school 
zones, a reduced speed limit on Boston Road, North 
of the center, new ambulance rules and regulations, 
including the establishment of a moderate charge for 
ambulance service to the hospitals in Lowell and 
Woburn, and the decision to enter into three year 
contracts for police-supervised towing in the Town. 

The Board of Selectmen is grateful for the 
continued cooperation and assistance we have 
received from all Town Boards, Commissions, 
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Committees and Departments during the year.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission is pleased to 
submit this report of activity during 1977. The 
Commission meets regularly on the first Wednesday 
of each month, and at such other times as the need 
arises. 

Most of our activity in 1977 was devoted to 
restoration of the centrai pier of the Shawsheen 
Aqueduct. A Federal grant for this purpose was 
approved in 1975, but funds were finally released 
only this summer. Bids were opened August 11, and a 
contract was signed with E.C. Blanchard, Co. of Lynn 
October 4. Work started the next day. By the end of 
the month, stones which had fallen through the years 
had been lifted and the central pier restored to 
essentially its 19th century form. The stones replaced 
have been secured by interior grout, in the hopes of 
discouraging dislodgement by visitors in the night. 

During the late summer, and with our active en- 
couragement, the Billerica Sewer Commission ap- 
proved a change in routing of the trunk line sewer 
along the Shawsheen River. As originally planned, the 
route was to follow the river bed between the central 
pier and west abutment of the aqueduct. The new 
route is 50 feet west of the west abutment. Although 
it will require trenching the earthworks of the canal 
itself, it will avoid the hazards of disturbance ad- 
jacent to the central pier. Work in this section is 
scheduled for 1978. Final grading must of course 
follow after. Fortunately, a balance remains in the 
Shawsheen account which, we hope, will be 
sufficient to provide landscaping, controlled access, 
and some protection to the west abutment and 
central pier. 

If restoration of the aqueduct be our success story, 
we must also record our failure. The Solomon Pollard 
Tavern, nerve-center of Billerica during the Revolu- 
tion, was razed in June after sustaining irreparable 
damage in a series of fires.

NMAC, in turn, sent in their report to the State and 
in October of 1977, the Growth Policy Committee 
met at the State House before the Special Commis- 
sion on the Effects of Growth Policy. At this meeting, 
we were given a program for growth which was 
supposed to be the State’s answer to the cities’ and 
town’s growth needs. 

After the Growth Policy Committee had read the 
report, we felt that 65 per cent of the book was well- 
written and to the point but there were still areas in 
which the State had failed to come up with answers 
to the various regional needs. The Chairman stated 
this before the Wetmore-McKinnon Commission 
which was held in November, 1977. Hopefully, the 
State will come up with further findings out of the 
many reports that they have received so that a 
program for growth can be drawn _up which can be 
accepted as 100 per cent good and to the point. 

The Local Growth Policy Committee is still active 
and will remain so until such time as our work is 
completed.

NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a 
public, comprehensive regional planning agency 
created under state legislation by its nine member 
city and towns. The Commission’s planning recom- 
mendations are strictly advisory. The Commission 
meets monthly, usually on the third Wednesday 
evening. The public is welcomed and invited to 
attend. 

Major planning programs and progress in the past 
year included the following: 


1. Housing. Major progress was made toward adopt- 
ion of an Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan under 
Federal guidelines, which if implemented locally, 
will help to solve documented housing needs now 


present in every community and provide added 
Federal Funding to do so. All housing planning has 
been undertaken with an advisory committee includ- 
ing Housing Authorities, builders, tenants, bankers 
and minorities. 


2. Economic Development. An updated Overall 
Economic Development Plan was prepared in 
conjunction with a locally representative advisory 
committee. The Plan sets out statistics on the area’s 
economic condition and characteristics, and enum- 
erates major project progress and proposals. The 
document serves to maintain governmental and busi- 
ness eligibility for U.S. Economic Development Ad- 
ministration grants and loans. 


3. Transportation. The Commission, in cooperation 
with the Lowell Regional Transit Authority, the State 
Department of Public Works, and the State Executive 
Office of Transportation and Construction, maintains 
a comprehensive transportation planning program 
for the area. 

The planning process is based upon policies which 
prefer low cost management improvements to 
increase existing roadway capacity, recommending 
new construction only when unavoidable, and 
selective public and paratransit improvements. 

Specific improvement recommendations have 
been enumerated for State and Federal consideration 
and funding. A locally representative transportation 
advisory committee advises on_ transportation 
policies, priorities and needs. 


4. Environment. Several program areas aimed at 
improving the quality of life and the physical and 
manmade environment of the region have been 
undertaken by the Commission as follows: 


a. Water Quality. The Commission has continued 
its efforts to design a cost-efficient and effective 
plan and program to meet Federal 1985 clean water 
goals. Detailed recommendations for sewage col- 
lection and treatment, definition of areas best suit- 
ed for septic tank operation, and measures for the 
disposal of septage and sludge are being prepared. 
All studies and recommendations have been re- 
viewed by an advisory committee of local health, 
sewer, public works, and planning boards. 


b. Historic Planning. Working with local historic 
commissions and interests, the Northern Middle- 
sex Area Commission published a report on region- 
ally significant historic assets and is following up 
with plans and programs to better preserve those 
assets. 


c. Water Supply. Recommendations for protec- 
tion and improvement of aquifers, which are 
essential to all groundwater supplies are being pre- 
pared. The Commission supports an improved and 
enlarged city water plant which could be an 
important supplement to groundwater supplies 
while serving as an important advantage for the 
City. 


d. Solid Waste Disposal. Commission studies 
have indicated there is great potential for a cost 
efficient, energy saving, long-term areawide solu- 
tion to solid waste disposal problems and recom- 
mends that every community join the deliberations 
of the Northeast Solid Waste Committee. Member- 
ship cost is nominal and participation will help as- 
sure each community that, if implemented, the 
regional program will best meet its particular 
needs. 


e. Open Space and Recreation. The Commission 
continues to cooperate with local and state efforts 
to acquire, develop and improve open space and 
recreation opportunities in the area. 


5. Comprehensive Planning. It is the Commission’s 
major responsibility to assure that its plans are based 
upon full recognition of all relevant significant 
social, economic and physical considerations. 


a. Land Use. The major theme of the land use 
plan now before the Commission and local boards 
is the effective and efficient accomodation of anti- 
cipated future growth in the region. The plan con- 
tains recommendations to intensify development 
in those areas which will best accomodate new 
growth at minimum municipal expense, and to re- 
duce the intensity of development in those areas 
which cannot adequately support development 
and thus will tend to increase municipal costs. 


b. Growth Indicators. The Commission has com- 
pleted an evaluation of population and economic 
potentials in order to anticipate growth develop- 
ment pressures upon the region and each com- 
munity. 


c. Growth Policy. The Commission participated 
in the Massachusetts Growth Policy Development 
Act and filed a Growth Policy Report with the 
Commonwealth. 


One key proposal for this region is the Lowell Ur- 
ban Cultural National Park. This undertaking is 
comprehensive in nature and will benefit the 
economy of the region while focusing the area’s 
growth policy. The Commission supports the pro- 
posal and encourages all communities to work 
closely with Lowell in planning for the Park and in 
assessing its potential. 


d. Clearinghouse. The Commission serves as a 
federally-designated clearinghouse under Office of 
Management and Budget Circular A-95 to review 
and provide an advisory opinion, after considera- 
tion of comments from interested local boards and 
others, on most federal grant and aid applications 
generated by governmental and private interests of 
the area. 
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6. Technical Assistance. The Commission provides 
technical assistance to local boards and others 
interested in its work as a means for implementing its 
comprehensive and functional plans and policies. 
Examples include: a CETA project designed to utilize 
resources available at the Commission, provision of a 
shared personnel specialist to assist five communities 
(Dracut, Dunstable, Pepperell, Tyngsborough and 
Westford) in the development and management of 
their personnel policies, maintenance of a planning 
library, and filling of requests for various data on the 
region, help with a lake restoration project with a 
conservation commission, an environmental impact 
statement for a building study committee, help with 
community development block grant applications 
and Economic Developoment Administration capital 
grant applications, and in the drafting of by-laws and 
rules and regulations. 


7. Financial. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1977, the Commission expended $412,369. The local 
share raised by assessments on the nine member 
communities was $60,000. The balance was contri- 
buted by Urban Mass Transportation Administration, 
Environmental Protection Agency, State Department 
of Public Works, Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion, Lowell Regional Transit Authority, Department 
of Housing and Urban Development and U.S. Bureau 
of the Census. 

The budget for fiscal year 1978 is $331,212 of 
which $60,000 was raised from local assessments.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSION 


In addition to the routine maintenance of the six 
Town cemeteries, the Cemetery Department contin- 
ued its Fox Hill Cemetery expansion program. 

The improvement in the general appearance of the 
cemeteries is the result of the formation of a more 
professional staff, of adequate size, which is more 
properly equipped to perform the increased 
work-load imposed by the rapid growth of our 
community. 

In response to our request, the Billerica Historical 
Commission researched the Town records and 


supplied the following, and now official, Cemetery 
names, and the dates of their establishment: 


South Burying Ground (est. 1663) 

Old Corner Burying Ground (est. 1707) 
Rogers Family Plot (est. 1803) 

North Cemetery (est. 1816) 

Hill Cemetery (est. 1828) 

Fox Hill Cemetery (est. 1856) 


During the 1977 Fiscal Year, $33,340 was turned 
over to the Town Treasurer as payments for the sale 
of lots, for Perpetual Care, and for openings for 138 
burials. This 72% increase in payments resulted 
mainly *.om the increased sale of lots after the 
opening of the new G-section at the Fox Hill 
Cemetery, as well as an adjustment in price schedule, 
based on a recent survey. The reinvestment of 
Perpetual Care Funds has increased the interest 
available by approximately 30% annually, with the 
principal account increased to $215,278. 

We wish to thank our employees for their devotion 
to their work, and to welcome Charles Faria as our 
new provisional Superintendent of the Department. 

Thanks is also extended to the Other Town 
Departments and Officials as well as the volunteer 
organizations, who assisted us during the year.

REPORT TO THE TOWN 1977 
FROM THE 
BILLERICA LIBRARY BUILDING COMMITTEE 


During 1977 and after eight long years, the Biller- 
ica Library Building Committee took a giant step 
towards its goal of building a modern town library. 
The committee has been meeting regularly every 
Thursday since early this year. After submitting ap- 
plications on two separate occasions for funds 
provided by the E.D.A., under the new Public Works 
Employment Act of 1977, the Billerica Library 
Building Committee was granted a sum of $1,083,000 
on September 29 for 100% funding of our new town 
library. 

Through competitive bidding procedures, James C. 
Hopkins Associates, Incorporated was appointed 
architect in July. Bids for site work were received, 
reviewed, and a site preparation contract was 
awarded to John Tocci & Sons of Watertown in early 
December. Ground breaking ceremonies took place 
on December 4th, with over 200 friends and interest- 
ed towns people present. Actual ground clearing and 
site preparation began in early December, with final 
building completion scheduled for early 1979. 
Electrical and heating engineers also presented initial 
plans for the new building. What makes this project 
even more exciting is the fact that its construction is 
fully funded by the E.D.A. Federal Grant at no cost to 
the Town of Billerica. 

At this time the committee would like to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, Town Accountant Ralph 
McKenna, Town Treasurer Arthur Curtin, Town 
Clerk Lillian Turner, Town Council Ed Owens, the 
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Bennett Library Board of Directors, the Friends of the 
Library, and Executive Secretary Ed Beane for their 
support, encouragement, and assistance in making 
this library a reality. We also want to give special 
thanks to George Weber for his assistance and 
expertise in filling and submitting the numerous 
federal and state forms for this grant. We have 
worked closely with a number of federal, state and 
local agencies in order to assure that this project 
meets all of the environmental and historical preser- 
vation criteria set up by these groups. 

1978 promises to be a busy and fruitful year for the 
committee and we hope we can continue to count on 
everyone’s assistance and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Recreation Commission ran the usual 15 week 
winter program in six school gymnasiums, during the 
past year. This program runs from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
every Saturday for school age children (6-16). These 
sessions are comprised of various games, such as: 
checkers, volleyball, kick ball, screen ball, floor 
hockey, boxing, basketball, etc. 

A 15 week Baton Twirling class also is held on 
Saturday mornings at the Parker School. This is a 
popular program with the girls. 

In conjunction with the Saturday children’s 
program, the Commission also runs evening 
programs for adults. There is a Basketball league, a 
Volleyball league, Tennis two nights a week, a 
women’s recreation and slimnastics program. 

One of the most popular programs is the Bowling 
for boys and girls. This program is held at the Collins 
Bowladrome, starting at 8 a.m. and runs until 4 p.m. 
for 15 Saturdays. A Sunday morning session is also 
running, in order to handle all the children that wish 
to bowl. 

An 8 week summer program is also held daily, 
Monday through Friday, at 7 playgrounds by the 
Commission. Instructors are at these locations to 
supervise and instruct the children. Each playground 
has a Senior, Junior and Midget baseball team for the 
boys and a softball team for the girls. These teams 
play each other on a home and home basis. We 
supply coloring books, crayons, checkers, horse- 
shoes, playground balls and arts & crafts supplies for 
the children that are not interested in playing ball. 


Two Arts & Crafts instructors cover all the 
playgrounds conducting classes for the younger 
children. 

Tennis classes are held at five locations, Monday 
through Friday, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. for an 8 week 
period. These day classes are for children. 

During the summer several special events are held 
for all the children. There is a Children’s Outdoor 
Theatre and Fun-Fair Day, an Outing, a Swim Meet, 
a Track Meet and the Red Sox Championship baseball 
game for Baseball and Softball Leagues. Each 
playground also runs a Doll Show, Doll Carriage 
Parade, Bike Races, Bike Show, Pet Show and Track 
Events. 

A six week program for Exceptional Children is 
conducted with about 35 children participating. 
These children enjoy films, weekly field trips, play- 
ground activities, an outing and a cook-out to wind 
up their season. This program receives a 50% 
re-imbursement from the Commonwealth of Mass. 

Evening summer recreation has Soccer, Basketball, 
Tennis, Softball and a one day Open Golf Tourna- 
ment — for Billerica residents. 

A new Little League field has been built at the 
Vining field with a great deal of hard work by Little 
League personnel. Backstops and fencing has been 
installed at Vining, Kennedy, Dutile, Locke and 
Kolrausch fields. The Pollard field has been 
reconditioned. 

Billerica now has 22 Tennis courts, 2 football fields 
(4 other suitable locations), 3 Soccer fields (4 other 
suitable locations), 6 baseball fields, 18 softball and 
Little league fields, 1 indoor skating rink, 1 outdoor 
skating area, at Locke, and 1 outdoor track. 

Thanks again are in order to the Webb Brook 
Country Club, the Park Department and George 
Gracie.

What is Veterans Benefits? It is a program for 
Veterans and their dependents to apply for financial 
and medical assistance. The Veterans Services 
Department does everything possible to help the 
Veteran under the guidelines of Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws. 

Forty-nine applications for both service connected 
and non service connected disabilities were filed 
with the federal Government in 1977 through this 
office. We also process widows’ and children’s in- 
demnity forms, bonus applications and burial allow- 
ances. 

Five hundred and six families applied and received 
State benefits either ordinary benefits and/or 
medical benefits in 1977. We _ presently assist 
seventy-one families per month. 

Because of the economic conditions, much 
additional effort was expended in assisting our 
Veterans in finding employment in conjunction with 
Department of Employment Security Office in 
Lowell. We have and will continue to work closely 
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with the Social Security Administration in directing 
Veterans and their families to apply for $.S.1. and 
S.S.D. when applicable. 

Our thanks to all the Town Officials, Boards, and 
Department Heads and employees for their fine 
cooperation during this past year.

THE 1977 ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE BENNETT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The main objectives for the year 1977 were to 
repair and improve the library facilities with a 
minimum of burden to the taxpayers of the town and 
to identify what role the Bennett Public Library 
would play in the emerging town library system. 

For the first objective, our goal was to use what- 
ever money was available from within the library’s 
own resources. Several maintenance activities were 
undertaken. Two severe leaks in the roof were 
repaired. Anew automatic pump was installed in the 
cellar, the stained glass window was protected from 
further damage, and the bookmobile was renovated. 
In addition, we received a CETA grant for assistance 
in clearing the cellar of the library so that its work- 
space is conducive to any required prolonged activity 
and for storage space which is badly needed. 

Another improvement to the library facilities in the 
town occurred when we applied for and received a 
grant for one year to sponsor a library at the Billerica 
House of Correction. 

Reading material has been distributed to the public 
safety organizations, (Police and Fire), in town so 
that those people who would find access to the 
library in normal hours difficult have an opportunity 
to use our service. 

As part of our second objective, we have formed a 
subcommittee made up of members of the Board of 
Directors to investigate what must be done during 
the transition of a privately owned library for use of 
the public, to a publicly owned system. Our subcom- 
mittee is developing several recommendations which 
the board must act on during 1978. 

Finally, in conjunction with our two objectives, 
the board realizes the diversity of interests which 
occur in the town of Billerica because of its many 
professional, technical and skilled residents. Our 
service must and will include an understanding of 
these diversities so that we can actively participate in 
and promote the uniqueness of Billerica.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Nutting Lake Water Quality Restoration 
Project has been the top priority project for the 
Conservation Commission during 1977, and added to 
the regular duties of the Commission has made for an 
extremely busy year. The $332,000 plus project 
includes dredging of the lake bottom, a disposal 
project for the dredged spoil, a street sweeping 
program, educational program, water quality moni- 
toring and acquisition of 15+ acres of land which 
drains into the west basin of the lake. The project is 
funded 50% under a “clean lakes” grant from the 
Environmental Protection Agency and 50% jointly by 
Billerica and the Mass. Division of Water Pollution 
Control (DWPC). 

Original estimates for a July 1977 start of the lake 
dredging proved to be too optimistic. Preliminary 
approval from the E.P.A. was received in March, 
however, due’ to the complex grant making proce- 
dure, the final grant documents were not received 
until mid June. In February of 1977, the Commission 
formally approached the State Division of Water 
Pollution Control and after numerous meetings was 
successful in obtaining the Division’s assistance in 
the project through their Research and Demonstra- 
tion funds. Formal approval by the DWPC and 
awarding of a contract to a consultant to perform the 
design and water quality monitoring work was not 
completed by the State until late August, forcing the 
delay of the start of spoil area construction and dred- 
ging until Spring of 1978. 

The State contribution to the project is currently 
$79,000 not including construction of the spoil area 
which may bring the total state contribution to 
$129,000+ toward the project. Billerica’s cash share 
of the project remains at $61,192 plus $62,000 of 
“service in-kind” as was approved at the Special 
Town Meeting of April 2, 1977. 

As for the other tasks under this project, 12 of the 
15+ acres of land to be purchased have been acquir- 
ed. The design and water quality monitoring are well 
underway and Right of Entries have been obtained 
from all lake shore property owners and also Honey- 
well Informations Systems, Inc. for access over their 
property. We thank all those who have cooperated 
with us on this project. 

Other projects during 1977 included the submittal 
of two proposals for H.U.D. Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds. One proposal for the site 
development of the Graham Conservation Land for 
passive recreation and the second for the restoration 
of the Clifton Street Beach both at Nutting Lake. The 
two proposals were accepted for submittal to H.U.D. 
by the Planning Board along with proposals from the 
Building Department and Council on Aging. Unfor- 
tunately, Billerica’s proposals were not funded this 
year. 

In June, the Commission awarded a contract to the 
Environmental Collaborative to do preliminary site 
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designs for a future proposed beach at Nutting Lake. 
These preliminary plans are now complete and will 
allow the Commission to be ready if funding 
becomes available for such a project. The Environ- 
mental Affairs Investigator provided assistance to the 
Tree Department in establishing a tree nursery on two 
parcels of Sewer Department land. It is hoped that 
one day these trees will help to beautify the roadways 
and municipal properties. 

The new “Conservation and Open Space Plan” 
finalized early in 1977 has received the endorsement 
of the Planning Board and has been sent to the State 
for final approval. 

Under Wetlands Protection Act administration, the 
Commission held 13 wetlands hearings, one applica- 
tion was rejected, 12 Orders of Conditions were 
issued, with one appeal to the State. The Commission 
made seven formal “Determinations” under the Wet- 
lands Protection Act, issued 14 Certificates of Com- 
pliance and 24 Extensions of Order of Conditions. 
This year there were 12 Cease and Desist Orders or 
Requests for Compliance issued for violations under 
the Wetlands Protection Act, and in most cases the 
violators cooperated with the Commission and 
complied with the law. The Commission is presently 
involved with the Building Department and Board of 
Health in prosecuting illegal dumping activities on 
several sites in Billerica which involve wetlands. $470 
was taken in by the Commission this past year in 
Wetlands Protection Act filing fees and hearing ad 
reimbursements. 

The Commission wishes to advise everyone that 
the Wetlands Protection Act (Mass. G.L. Ch. 131, 
Sec. 40) provides that no person shall dredge, fill or 
alter a wetland (brook, river, swamp, lake, meadow, 
flood plain, etc.) without first obtaining a permit 
(Order of Conditions) from the Conservation Com- 
mission. 

In addition to the 27 regular meetings of the 
Commission, members attended two meetings of the 
Mass. Association of Conservation Commissions, 
attended a workshop on Environmental Impacts of 
Wetlands Development and attended numerous 
meetings on the State and local level. 

The untimely death of Commission Member Ed 
Williams in July was sorely felt by all. Ed was a hard 
working member who put a great deal of time and 
effort into his work with the Commission. 

The Conservation Commission meets regularly on 
the 2nd and 4th Wednesdays of each month in the 
Town Hall.

Gentlemen: 

During the year 1977 the Board of Health continu- 
ed to develop programs to advance health care 
conditions in the community. With the reduction of 
new building construction outside the municipal 
sewer system, an increased effort was concentrated 
on many other phases of health care activities. 

In view of the fact that Medicare certification 
would increase the cost of home visits to an 
unrealistic fee, some services not previously 
provided residents are now being handled by the 
Lowell Visiting Nurse Association, thereby adding to 
the nursing service at no cost to the Town. The 
Lowell VNA has been sanctioned by the Board of 
Health to cover Physical Therapy needs and Home 
Health Aides with related nursing services. This 
should aid the townspeople to maintain family 
members in their homes for an extended time. During 
the six months that the Lowell V.N.A. has been 
servicing patients in Billerica they have had 34 
admissions with a total of 684 visits. 

The Health Department Nurses report that this year 
cardiac admissions were the highest case load in their 
visits. A summary of coverage by the Health 
Department Nurses is as follows: 


Total patients admitted to service 157 
Total Home Visits 2188 
Total Office Visits 129 
Well Child Clinics 20 clinics 290 
Mantoux Clinics 12 clinics 114 
Elderly Health Screening 41 clinics 1156 
Lead Testing Clinics 4 clinics 21 
Sr. Citizen Flu Clinics 2 clinics 213 
Employees Flu Clinics 2 clinics 68 


A total of $647.00 was turned in to the Town 
Treasurer which was collected for patient care. 

The enrollment for Well Child Clinic has slightly 
decreased as the birth rate has decreased. Well Child 
Clinic is a very popular program under the direction 
of Harriet P. Leach, M.D., where preschoolers 
receive their physical examination, immunizations 
and general health counselling. 

A special thanks to Mrs. Marjorie Erikson and Mrs. 
Mitzi Young who have volunteered many hours to 
assist in our clinics. 

Several changes are anticipated in the Health Care 
field, among which is the Merrimack Valley Health 
Planning Council development of a regional 
approach to Health Care. 

Mr. Robert Rimbach, R.S., the Billerica Sanitarian 
conducted his usual routine inspections of food 
handling establishments with bacterial swabs being 
taken. Any food items found unfit were disposed of; 


milk and cream samples are taken and examined for 
conformance to State standards; special inspections 
are made in food establishments involved in fires; 
general conditions are observed to assure proper and 
clean and healthy operations. 

New State regulations were promulgated during 
1977. Article V of the State Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering strengthened the require- 
ments of subsurface sanitary disposal system 
construction. Article Il of the State Department of 
Public Health Sanitary Code was rewritten and now 
calls for more detailed inspection of human habita- 
tion. 

During the latter part of 1977 a significant outbreak 
of illegal dumping occured which resulted in legal 
action being taken in 4 cases. 

As an associate member of the North East Solid 
Waste Commission the Board of Health has received 
their report that the Commission has accepted a 
location for a Regional Recycling and Power 
Generating plant in North Andover and they are 
offering to the Town of Billerica the opportunity to 
solve its solid waste problem by joining with the 
region. The Board of Health is reviewing this solution 
in detail. 

The Billerica Sewer Commission has requested 
Federal funds for the designing of an expansion to the 
treatment plant including a means of handling sept- 
age disposal, thereby eliminating, in the near future, 
the need of the annual expenditure of $45,000 to the 
Metropolitan District Sewer Commission. 

Two CETA employees were added to the staff 
during the year. Miss Lynda Boyle assists the 
Principal Clerk in the office and Ms. Andrea Collins 
started a door to door survey of the health needs of 
the community. The information gathered from this 
survey will be valuable for the establishment of 
future health programs for the Townspeople. A 
special thank you to the persons who have partici- 
pated in our survey. 

Monies received for Health permits and turned 
over to the Town Treasurer amounted to $3,555.30.

WATER COMMITTEE REPORT 1977 


During the year, work on the Water Treatment 
Plant additions were completed and dedication took 
place in May. We are now able to provide up to 14 
million gallons of water per day. 

Progress has been made towards the completion of 
a 1”=100’ scale map of the water main distribution 
system by the CETA personnel assigned to the 
project. When complete, the Town will have an up to 
date record of the location of water mains, gates, 
hydrants and house service gate boxes. 

This year, plans and contracts were completed for 
additions to the water main distribution system on 
the following streets; Pond Street, Rangeway Road, 
Shane Lane, Edgebaston and Endicott Streets, Adel- 
man Road, and Apple Street. Also, the water main 
construction projects mentioned in last year’s report 
were completed, including the 10” main on Shane 
Lane and the 12” main on Franklin Street. 

The Town is presently working on plans to replace 
two old mains along Faulkner Street, Mt. Pleasant 
Street and Billerica Avenue area.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


WATER TREATMENT 

On May 20, 1977, the 4.8 million dollar addition to 
the Water Treatment Plant was dedicated. The Water 
Plant was expanded from a maximum of seven 
million gallons a day to fourteen million gallons a 
day. 

Total water consumption for 1977 was 1,349,870,- 
000 gallons, which is a drop of 34,603,000 gallons 
from 1976. The peak month was July when we pump- 
ed 150,090,000 gallons. The peak week was July 15 - 
21, when we pumped 41,580,000 gallons. The peak 
day was July 20, when we pumped 6,790,000 gallons. 

There were approximately 160 new water services 
installed this year. This now gives a total of 9,960 
water accounts. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 

The Water Maintenance Department removed, 
repaired, replaced and calibrated water meters, 
repaired old service connections, turned on and off 
for summer residents, repaired 25 broker mains and 
approximately 50 service leaks, repaired or replaced 
12 hydrants, and thawed 143 frozen water services. 


SEWERAGE TREATMENT 

The total raw sewage flow received at the Letch- 
worth Avenue Treatment Plant for the year 1977 was 
589 million gallons, an increase of 15% over 1976. 
This averaged 1.6 million gallons per day. 

The Billerica Homes Wastewater Treatment Plant 
located on Wyman Road received a yearly total flow 
of 16 million gallons or an average of 44,000 gallons 
per day. This was an increase of 17% over the year 
1976.

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TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Tree Department removed 179 dead or dying 
shade trees this year. Fifty six of the trees were elm 
trees which were infected with Dutch Elm disease, a 
rise of 14 over last year; however, this does not mean 
there is a decrease in the disease. 

Brush was cut wherever necessary. Oak _ leaf 
skeletonizer was sprayed from June until September; 
Poison Ivy was also sprayed during the summer 
months. 

Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of 
grass Cutting on playgrounds, squares, commons and 
the football field. Also cleaning up of litter from the 
above-mentioned areas. The Park Department also 
lined the football field throughout the season for Pop 
Warner. 

The Tree Department was also busy for most of the 
summer and early fall removing limbs and branches 
from streets, which were devastated by the freak 
snowstorm of May 9, 1977. This storm was of a great 
destructive nature as was evidenced by the damage 
done to many of the Towns and the private 
homeowner’s shade trees. 

The Tree Department also cleared a large tract of 
land beside the Locke Junior High School for a 
retention pond for Jones Brook. This will be of value 
for the Town as it will be used for a skating pond in 
the winter. 

The Tree Department was also involved in 
cooperation with the Highway Department and 
Engineering Department in the clearing of approxi- 
mately 10 acres of land for drain easements.

The building Department is hampered in_ its 
performance by a lack of Manpower and Financing. 
This fact is more evident each year. Additional 
responsibilities are assigned both by the State and 
Local Government, but except for Temporary CETA 
help, no help is assigned. As long as this continues 
the Building Department will operate on a daily 
assessment of Priorities. This is a very ineffective 
operating procedure. 

Certain recent tragic events in other cities prove 
that constant inspection and re-inspection is required 
for proper enforcement. Proper enforcement is the 
Key to Safety for the Public. To do less is to invite a 
disaster. 

The responsibility is clearly that of the Town, not 
the Building Dept. Historically the Town has failed to 
provide adequate funding to the Building Depart- 
ment regardless of who was the Building Official.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
YEAR 1977 


In February and March of 1977, seven contracts 
were awarded for construction of the Shawsheen 
River Pumping Station, 2.8 miles of force main 
sewer, and 20.8 miles of gravity sewer at a total bid 
price of $6,531,633. Construction was started in 
March and April and by years end was about 75 
percent completed. The construction will complete 
all Phase | work and bring sewers to much of the 
Pinehurst area and additional areas in east and north 
Billerica. 

During the year the Board reviewed and approved 
several projects for sewer construction by private 
developers in residential areas. 

During the year the following number of properties 
were connected to the sewer system: 

146 applications were received to tie into the 

Town sewer system, of these 138 were residen- 

tial dwellings and 8 businesses; 62 new homes; 

5-24 unit apartments; 2 new industries and 3 ad- 

ditions to industries. 

In October the Special Town Meeting authorized 
the transfer of $50,000 to be used by the Sewer 
Commissioners to cover the Town’s share of cost of a 
Step-1 Facility Plan for expanding and upgrading the 
existing sewage treatment plant. The facility plan to 
be prepared in accordance with EPA guidelines, is 
expected to cost about $140,000, with 75 percent of 
this cost paid by federal grant funds. Grant applica- 
tion and details of the proposed plan of study will be 
submitted for approval of State and _ Federal 
authorities in January 1978. 

The Board met bi-monthly during the year to 
conduct its routine business of operating and main- 
taining a rapidly expanding sewerage system. The 
Board also attended many special meetings with 
other Town Boards and Committees and with State 
and Federal authorities on matters relating to the 
sewer system operation and development. 

The Board expresses its appreciation for the 
cooperation and assistance received from other 
Town Boards and Committees during the year.

It will be 
needed to reforest the (Gage Lot) spoil area, after the 
lake dredging is completed. 

Public use this year has been limited. Due to the 
extensive work being done on the sewer construc- 
tion.

| submit herewith my annual report as Superinten- 
dent of Schools: 

The generally poor economic conditions in the 
country continued during 1977 and continued to pro- 
duce a time of pessimism. The reduction of an al- 
ready low reimbursement rate from the state govern- 
ment to help defray educational costs within a com- 
munity produced a large increase in the local proper- 
ty tax for the year. At the end of the year predictions 
of increased aid for 1978 has helped to build up 
hopes for more help in the near future. 

The School Committee realizing the tremendous 
burden upon local taxpayers to continue the quality 
of education offered to the children of Billerica nego- 
tiated a zero percent raise for the 1976-77 school year 
with all professional and non-professional staff. 

The 1976-77 school budget reflected a still smaller 
increase than the year before and settled at about 
four and one-half percent. The fewest number of new 
staff members since 1956 were hired with one English 
teacher, one counselor and one resource teacher in- 
cluded in the budget. 

Enrollment figures continued to show a slight de- 
crease each month during the 1976-77 school year 
with slightly less than a four hundred pupil drop for 
the entire year. This was accomplsihed with net loss- 
es running from a low of twelve pupils to a high of fif- 
ty-seven pupils in any one month. One month the en- 
rollment actually increased by sixteen students but 
this was by far the exception rather than the rule. 

The dwindling enrollment continues to show the 
losses as town wide and across all grades. The 
Kindergarten enrollment went down and we reduced 
our staff by one teacher for the 1977-78 school year. 
Indications are that we will reduce our kindergarten 
staff even further for the 1978-79 school year as well 
as non-professional staff assigned to that area. 

The school census usually required on October 
first of each year has been discontinued and census 


figures must be obtained as of January first each year 
and be carried out by the Town Clerk. Chapter 766, 
legislation concerned with handicapped youngsters, 
has caused this change. | am happy to report that 
Mrs. Lillian Turner has done an excellent job in this 
area and we are grateful for her tremendous co- 
operation. 

Chapter 766 continues to expand and in 1977 we 
went from a staff of 120 to 134. All increases were 
financed with grant funds and were mainly involved 
with young people aged 3-5 years and high school 
learning resource rooms. 

We were again funded to continue Project 
B.E.A.M., a program dealing with handicapped 
youngsters aged 0-3 years and their parents and 
project REACT dealing with young men and women 
who are experiencing difficulty in grades 9-12. 

We continue to provide special services through a 
collaborative effort with Chelmsford, Westford, 
Dracut, and Tewksbury. 

Under Chapter 766 Billerica had ninety students 
enrolled in schools outside of the Town. These 
programs deal with Emotionally Disturbed, Learning 
Disabilities, Mentally Retarded, Physically Handi- 
capped, Multi-Handicapped, Deaf, Blind and Pre- 
school. The cost for these programs, excluding 
transportation, was $256,898. in 1977. 

Within the regular school system Chapter 766 
services were provided for 1158 pupils. Most of these 
received assistance through learning resource rooms 
in all our schools. Such rooms were recently estab- 
lished at the high school level to complete the K-12 
Services. 

Title One programs for the educationally disadvan- 
taged continued to expand with additional funding 
being provided by Congress. Under the capable 
direction of Mrs. Sue Bannister, Director, the 
program has increased its services at the elementary 
level. This past September reading and mathematics 
laboratories, staffed with outstanding teachers, were 
implemented at the high school to provide services 
to those students deficient in this area. 

Billerica was one of ten communities in the United 
States selected to participate in an important pre- 
ventive dentistry program. Our town was selected 
out of over 100 applicants and in cooperation with 
the Board of Health and the Forsyth Dental Center of 
Boston, we are working with students in grades three, 
four, and six and will continue for several years. It is 
our goal to establish the best tooth decay preventive 
program at the most inexpensive cost. Such attention 
will bring about better dental care for all our students 
in time. 

All our schools are providing a marvelous educa- 
tion to the many thousands of pupils who come to us 
each day. Occasionally | continue to hear about a 
“rating system” for school systems in Massachusetts 
a that Billerica has a “B” rating. That is absolutely 
alse. 
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Fact: there is no rating system for school systems in 
Massachusetts. All our tests scores using both local 
and national norms continually show that Billerica 
students hold their own with all of the others. Our 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests taken by college bound 
students continue to rise each year despite the fact 
that such scores are dropping on a national level. 

In addition to a solid basic education, our schools 
offer many additional programs. Some of these 
would include: 

The Art Department continues to produce many 
winners in the Boston Globe Art Contest. This year 
some of our fifth graders on Saturdays pursued the 
study of art in the rubbings of gravestones in 
Billerica. Our Guidance Department coordinated 
over $400,000.00 in scholarship awards to Billerica 
Memorial High School graduates including selections 
to two services academies. A Career Day for 3,000 
students from Billerica and surrounding Towns was 
held at B.M.H.S. - 

At the Vining School a new curriculum in health 
education was written and offered by Mrs. Ellen 
Knowles. At the Dutile a Music and Drama Workshop 
was founded and students in grades four and five met 
for one and one-half hours after school each Wed- 
nesday to learn the techniques of acting and musical 
comedy. The first grade teachers at Kennedy 
organized and conducted a series of workshops for 
parents who met with teachers after school for ten 
weeks to provide parents with skills to help us 
teach their children better reading skills. 

The Talbot School presented an outstanding 
Thanksgiving show at the Marshall Middle School. 
The cast contained over 300 pupils. The Parker had a 
volunteer gymnastic program under Mr. Peter Flynn 
and over 200 students took part after school and 
during recess periods. 

At the Ditson a school Olympics was held carrying 
out each and every detail of the World Olympics. 
The Hajjar Elementary School expanded its program 
for Talented and Gifted students to a point where it 
will now be a model for all other elementary schools. 
The Pollard had 23 students in a reading enrichment 
program with terrific results. 

At the Marshall Middle School each sixth grader 
will be spending a three day-two night stay at the 
Cape Cod Outdoor Education Center. All the 
planning and preparation and fund drive was con- 
ducted this year. Mrs. Thelma Wetherbee joined us 
in our first Volunteer Foster Grandparent Program 
and the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges granted the Marshall national accreditation. 

The Locke Middle School presented programs in 
the fine arts area with Pocket-mime Theatre and the 
excellent Boston Puppet group. The Boston Ballet is 
scheduled soon. 

The High School continues to amaze the entire 
state with its outstanding success in athletics. While 
hockey is king, so many sports, both boys and girls, 
continue to win local and state championships. 
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Several of our athletes have attained All-American 
recognition and Jeff Cullinane has received national 
acclaim in track. 

| could go on and on with a litany of achievements 
but the point | make is that Billerica Public Schools 
are far above average in every detail. Of course | am 
biased, but | firmly believe that our schools can stand 
up against any Comparison. 

It has been a pleasure to serve as Superintendent 
this past year. The School Committee and | want to 
thank all who have assisted us during the year. The 
support of the citizens is vital for an excellent school 
system. We are extremely grateful for that support.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN’S REPORT: 


Regular meetings of the Regional School Commit- 
tee were held the second and fourth Tuesday of each 
month. Numerous additional special meetings were 
called by the Chairman as the need arose during this 
extremely active year. The time and place of all 
meetings are duly posted by the District Town Clerks 
at least forty-eight hours in advance. Unless other- 
wise noted, the meetings are held at-the school 
facility located at 100 Cook Street, Billerica. These 
meetings are open to the public and residents of the 
District are encouraged to attend.

At an Organizational Meeting held in April 1977, 
Wallace B. Haigh was elected Chairman, Joseph L. 
Roger, Vice Chairman and Kenneth L. Buffum, 
Secretary-Treasurer. Several changes took place 
during the past few months as resignations were 
forthcoming from Eugene L. Kritter, Wilmington and 
Wallace B. Haigh, Burlington. Joseph L. Rogers filled 
the position as Chairman. During January the budget’ 
was the main item of discussion. Representatives 
from the finance committees of the five towns were 
present at meetings and voiced their opinion on 
various items of the budget which was finalized on 
January 10, 1977. The following subcommittees were 
operational during the year: Negotiations, Personnel, 
Technical Advisory, Management Organizational Re- 
view, Data Processing, Curriculum. 

John McDermott was appointed to the position of 
Area Coordinator for Career Education and Occupa- 
tional Skills. We anticipate that Mr. McDermott will 
work closely with the school officials from the five 
towns to develop skill training within their own 
facilities, particularly for those students who do not 
plan to go on to college after graduation. 

During the summer of 1977 an easement was grant- 
ed to the Billerica Sewer Commission for the installa- 
tion of a sewer line across the school property. It is 
anticipated that within the next year and a half our 
school will be tied into the Billerica sewer installation 
which will be to our advantage, because it will make 
the leaching field available for other purposes as well 
as eliminate the cost of the present sewerage system. 


BURLINGTON

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In order to encourage more interest in the House 
Building Program, a residency requirement is no 
longer necessary. Proof of ownership of a lot of land 
within the District must be submitted. Other condi- 
tions were maintained as established. 

Contracts were finalized during the year with the 
administration, teachers’ association and custodial 
union. Both the teachers and custodians have a three 
year contract. 

Budget discussions started in October. Again 
members of the finance committees were in evidence 
and had an opportunity to react on all areas of the 
budget in which they showed concern. After a num- 
ber of meetings, a preliminary budget for the School 
Year 1978-79 was discussed at the meeting of Decem- 
ber 13, with the intent to finalize the budget in Jan- 
uary 1978. 

Although we are a public school there are costs in- 
cluded in our budget which are not reflected in a 
local school department budget including, Short 
term borrowing, Debt retirement, Debt Service, 
Retirement Assessment and Snow Removal. In 
planning the facilities the School Committee utilized 
the ten year bond issue for funding. There are 
presently three issues outstanding of which one will 
be retired in 1979-80, another in 1980-81 and the 
third in 1984. The impact of the ten year issue will be 
significant next year since the cost of one of the 
issues will no longer appear. 


Court Case 

A summary judgment was handed down at the 
Middlesex County Court House in favor of the 
Regional School Committee in an effort to regain the 
budget cut of $503,000 which was voted during the 
town meetings held in the spring of the year. It is 
hoped that this matter will be resolved in the near 
future in a way that would be equitable to all con- 
cerned.

SHAWSHEEN VALLEY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL/ 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


1977 was the second school year that our new 
addition became operational. The increase of twelve 
new programs now provides us a total of twenty-four 
vocational offerings which gives students and adults 
excellent opportunities to acquire skills in many 
more areas. We are continuing to get very strong 
interest in enrollment as evidenced by the fact that 
we had room for 420 incoming ninth grade students 
and had over 900 apply. 

In order to fully utilize our facilities we have con- 
tinued the following programs: 


Day School Program serves 1,523 in twenty-four 
different vocational programs. The schedule in 
accordance with state regulations is for all students 
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to have a full week of shop and the alternate week 
academic programs. During the academic weeks, 
students have an eight period day with no study 
periods. The daily schedule goes from 7:50 a.m. to 
2:30 p.m. Enrollment figures as of October 1, 1977 
were as follows:

Afternoon Skill Training Program makes it possible 
for an additional 320 students to take their academic 
subjects in the local school and to develop their skill 
training at Shawsheen in the shop program from 
2:30—5 P.M. each day. 


Summer School Program continues to grow as attest- 
ed by the fact that this year over 1,200 students 
attended various classes for a six week period during 
July and August. 


Senior Skill Program enables those seniors in local 
high schools, who are not going to college after grad- 
uation, to attend various shop programs full time 
after February 1 of the senior year. This enables them 
to acquire a saleable skill by graduation time. 


Adult Education Program continues to grow with 
most programs being over subscribed on the opening 
evening of registration. These programs operate 
Monday through Thursday from 7-10 p.m. involving 
1,296 students in fifty programs. 


Career Education has resulted in our Area Coordina- 
tor assisting local high schools in developing skill 
training programs within their own facilities. It is 
expected that these programs will expand as more 
and more students appreciate the need to acquire a 
skill before they graduate. 


Kevin M. Dwyer, Special Needs Coordinator 

The purpose of this program is to develop maximal 
independence for each student by preparing them for 
profitable employment in a vocational or technical 
career. The goal of economic self-sufficiency is 
recognized as being a vital objective for the special 
needs student. 

The special needs curriculum at Shawsheen con- 
sists of academic skills, vocational-technical pre- 
paration, daily living skills and personal-social skills. 
A continuum of alternative educational provisions 
specifically designed to meet the individual needs of 
each student is provided. A full range of services is 
offered, from regular classroom placement with 
modification to intensive special education pro- 
gramming. An important basic assumption is that 
each student is programmed individually. For one 
student regular class placement with modification 
may be the best alternative, whereas another student 


may be most effectively placed in a special class for 
the majority of the day. To be effective, this 
continuum must be flexible. It is recognized that stu- 
dent’s needs change over a period of time and modi- 
fications of student’s individual educational plans are 
made accordingly. 

Special Needs personnel provide supportive and 
remedial instruction in resource rooms. Resource 
teachers and instructional aides serve special needs 
students on an individual or small group basis in the 
areas of Reading, Math and Language development. 
Resource personnel also provide support services to 
regular class teachers through frequent communica- 
tion with the academic and technical instructors 
concerning the individual needs of each student. 

Providing an appropriate educational program for 
each special needs student at Shawsheen requires a 
team effort. The entire faculty—academic teachers, 
shop instructors, guidance counselors, instructional 
aides and administrative personnel have responded 
to the special needs of these students. It is through 
their sincere interest and dedication, that the special 
needs students are experiencing success—some for 
the first time. 


John F. McDermott, Area Coordinator 

The need to service the 500 students unable to gain 
entry to Shawsheen each year is very evident. Bring- 
ing skill training programs into the local school sys- 
tems is the most logical approach to fulfill this need. 

There is a minimum of 40% of our comprehensive 
high school seniors who are not going on to higher 
education and who need basic job entry skills. Shaw- 
sheen can provide a service to the schools by assist- 
ing them in looking at the requirements of local in- 
dustry and how they can be met. 

Since we are in the heart of the Electronics Indus- 
try in the Shawsheen region, we are developing an 
Electronics Skill Training Program in the five towns. 
Students are being trained in the electronics assemb- 
ly skills in local high schools with excellent oppor- 
tunities for job placement upon completion of the 
training program. Industry has been involved in the 
development of the program and will give preference 
for employment to these students. 

A collaborative guidance program for the After- 
noon Skill Training Program has received funding 
from the State Department of Education for the 1978 
school year. Counselors from the local school sys- 
tems will counsel their students in the afternoon skill 
program at Shawsheen. This will provide a positive 
link for the students and staff to better serve the 
student and his or her parents in meeting the career 
education needs of the students. 

Career Education has been growing rapidly in the 
country. We in the Shawsheen District are striving to 
develop a greater working relationship between the 
schools and industry. This need is being met by 
bringing educators, representatives of industry and 
civic leaders together through Career Guidance 
Leadership Institutes being funded by the National 


Alliance of Business. 

Shawsheen acts as the catalyst for the develop- 
ment and implementation of new programs by form- 
ing a collaborative approach where we pool the re- 
sources of the five towns together to provide sound 
educational programs for the citizens of our commu- 
nities. 

TV Documentary Shawsheen Tech was honored 
this year being selected by the Board of Education for 
filming of a TV documentary on education. 

Skills Bank Network The importance of working 
together with industry was demonstrated by a 
meeting held at Shawsheen involving the Skills Bank 
Network. This operation will make it possible for 
various industries to be aware of what programs are 
going on in vocational schools so that they can draw 
on the “skill bank” to meet their skilled help needs. 

Looking Ahead As a member of an advisory com- 
mittee | have been active in a project for developing 
a program between community colleges and voca- 
tional schools in order to establish a cooperative 
system for mutual use of vocational facilities. 

Project SEE (Shawsheen Education Experience) 
Started this year involving fifth and sixth grade 
students participating in shop programs here at 
Shawsheen. This was of particular concern to en- 
courage more and more female participants in the 
various programs. 

Energy Conservation has been a prime factor in the 
operation of the school. Periodic meetings have 
taken place in order to take the necessary steps to 
conserve energy as much as possible through the effi- 
cient use of lights, heat and power. We have also 
made an effort to inculcate students as part of their 
training here at Shawsheen to be concerned with 
energy conservation. 

Breakfast Program continues to be well attended 
this year. The U.S. Department of Agriculture was 
impressed to the point where a video tape was made 
for the benefit of other schools. 

Student Activities The Spring of 1977 saw the com- 
pletion of our house building project in Wilmington 
and the following September work was started on a 
house in Bedford. It is expected that this project will 
be completed in June 1978. 

In conjunction with Red Cross a bloodmobile 
visited our school and a number of individuals parti- 
cipated. The Red Cross was so impressed that they 
arranged another visit for the Spring of 1978. 

Work done around the school building by the 
crews of students from various shops has saved the 
District thousands of dollars. In addition, consider- 
able work was done in the Diesel Shop by serving 
vehicles of the five towns as well as work at the 
police station and on a refreshment stand on the 
athletic field in Billerica. 

We again participated in the Boston Globe Art 
Awards with three students receiving Gold Keys and 
two Honorable Mentions. 

Open House was held in May in conjunction with 
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the Art Festival. Features of the Open House includ- 
ed special demonstrations in the pool as well as all 
school shops in full operation. 

Junior Achievement, a unique student operated 
business venture was sponsored this fall by the 
General Electric Company, Wilmington and Liberty 
Mutual, Boston. 

Athletics The Shawsheen Rams, competing in the 
Commonwealth Athletic Conference, had a very 
successful year. Winter programs consisted of 
Hockey, Boys’ Basketball, Girls’ Basketball, Wrest- 
ling, Swimming and Winter Track. Our Hockey team, 
completing a 17-3 record, losing in Newburyport in 
the tournament, has now won the Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference Championship three out of four 
years that the league has been in existence. 

Girl’s basketball team shared the championships 
with Greater Lowell compiling a record of 11-3 and 
losing to Keith Hall in the State Tournament. 

During our Spring Program, the Rams competed in 
Tennis, Lacrosse, Baseball, Softball and Track and 
Field. The Baseball Team competed in the State 
Tournament beating Hull and being eliminated by 
East Boston compiling a 14-5 record while the Girl’s 
Softball Team, the defending champs, finished 
second in the league with a 12-5 record. 

The Fall Season consisted of Football, Cross 
Country and Soccer. The Football Team ended its 
season with a record of 8-2; Cross Country Team 
defended its championship successfully and finished 
its dual season 8-1. 
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The Shawsheen Rams Sports Program continued to 
grow in interest with 316 boys and 95 girls competing 
in a very successful year. We thank our district towns 
for their support in our athletic program. 

The success of Shawsheen Tech is evidenced by 
the excellent placement record of its graduates. The 
Class of 1977 graduated on June 12 with some 249 
seniors receiving diplomas. A report on senior place- 
ment follows:

We at Shawsheen Tech are fortunate to have a 
number of programs which makes it possible to 
totally utilize our facilities. This is made possible by 
the understanding and support given by the Regional 
School Committee. In this way, it is possible to serve 
a maximum number of individuals who otherwise 
might not have an opportunity to acquire a skill. 

Benjamin Franklin thought highly of skilled train- 
ing when he said, “He that hath a trade hath an 
estate.” Our graduates that have gone out into the 
world of industry and business have realized the 
wisdom of Benjamin Franklin and have proven 
themselves as evidenced by their successes in their 
respective areas.
